Greetings all who love ye old radios, 

Well, the good news is this front panel refinishing scheme is a possibility. 
The bad, well I've only got a couple responses which makes it kind of, well, 
non-economically viable (time-wise too!). This really isn't a problem, 
though as an ad in ER would probably strum of enough interest to warrant such 
a project. 


Here's what I've found so far: 

-To do a complete refinish, including complete removal of lettering and 
paint, re-prime and re-paint (perfect paint match), re-letter (using screen 
process and correct color/mix of ink, perfect original lettering), and a 


protective coating-would cost in the neighborhood of $45. This is assuming a 
run of more than 10 panels. A 'special' refinish (one panel only) would cost 
more like $85, as the paint, lettering, and all other 'setup' are the biggest 
cost and time-consumer. Thus it makes MUCH more sense to go with a ‘group 
rate' or rather doing a big run of the same panel. 

-Cost can be reduced by having the panel owner strip the panel of lettering 
and paint (and of course, removing the panel from the unit). 

-Cost would be increased if corrosion (rust), holes, and/or dents need to be 
repaired, as this stuff takes mucho time-o and elbow grease. 

-Cabinet repainting is also possible, as many cabinets are the same color as 
the panel (or part of it)-I believe this is the case for some E.F. Johnson 
stuff (correct me please!). 

-The most popular candidates for refinishing seem to be of the Johnson 
variety, as they are more prone to decay than some of their ‘peers’. 

So far, a few fellows have expressed interest in Ranger I, Valiant, and 
Viking I and II panels. 


Sooooo! I will continue to compute all possiblities, with the intention of 
starting a 'refinish' session sometime in the next two months. It seems like 
the first panel would be a Ranger I, as it is the one most in demand (as of 
now). 

If you responded earlier, I've kept all your info-thanks for the interest! 

If you are interested and haven't let me know...let me know! Please state 
what panel(s) you are interested in, your name/call, address and/or phone #, 
and I'll keep y'all posted.
